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I had drawn up the ſeparate Article 
in as brief and conciſe a Manner as 1 
could, and tranſmitted one Copy of it 
to the King, and another Copy to Exg- 
land in Terms like theſe, viz. 


© That it is agreed, and his moſt Chri- 
© ſtian Majeſty hereby declares,on his own 
Part, That ſo much of the ſaid Ar- 
© ticle as obliges him not to give any 
s Aﬀiſtance, &c. to the Chevalier de Si. 
© George and his Adherents ſhall be un- 
« derſtood ; and is hereby declared on 
both Sides, to mean only for and du- 
ring the Life of her preſent Majeſty, 
or any Heirs of her Body, and no long. 
er: And this Declaration and Explana- 
tion being made, and ſigned the ſame 
Day with the ſaid Treaty, ſhall be ac- 
cepted as Part of the ſame to all In- 
tents and Purpoſes, as if it were In- 
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pretended they could undercake for. 
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I éreceiv'd but very ambiguous An- 
ſwers upon this Subject, for a great 
while, which made my Correſpondencde 
with my Friends in England, a little leſs 
Courtly, and leſs Pleaſant than uſual, 
the Perſons I ſolicited on this Head, al- 
ways expreſs'd a great deal of good Will + 
for the Chevalier and his Intereſt, and 1 
believe were unfeignedly, and without 
Reſerve, deſirous of every Thing that 
might Contribute to it; but they were 
not without their Difficulties on ſeveral 
Accounts, and J believe, in ſome things.
